Arrangements are being made by 
the Directors of the Didsbury Agri- 
sultural Society for improvement; and 
extensions at the exhibition grounds 
which it is expected will do much to 
alleviate the congested conditions of 
former years.

‘This 
arrangement will enable the directors 
to place the show ring nearer the 
crowd and also afford better protec- 
tion from the sun.

Britain Makes Another Payment 


Washington Receives Over Sixty- 
Eight Million For Semi-Annual 
interest 


The U. 8S. treasury received pay- 
ments from Great Britain, Finland, 
Hungary, Lithuanta and Poland on ac- 
count of their funded indebtedness to 
the United States. 

The British payment, « semf-annual 
remittance on interest, amounted to 


$68,310,000. It was paid in 2% per 
cent. treasury certificates with a 


$75.94 payment in cash necessary to 
adjust the interest accrued. 

The total payment from Finland, 
$133,650, was made in cash. Tungary 
funded half of its third semi-annual 
payment of interest, und paid the 
other half, $14,905.69 in cash.  Lith- 
uanfa also funded part of {ts first an- 
} nual installment on principal and in- 
terest, and turned over to the treas- 
ury $76,225 in cash, of which $46,226 
was for interest and $30,000 for prin- 
cipal. This payment also was In 
cash 


The first payment on account of the 
Polish Government amounted to $500,- 
000, but approximately $136,000 was 
turned over to the treasury last Janu- 
ary, aud the remainder was remitted 


on June 15 in cash.

Water and dirt collect in the Sediment 
Bulb and unless you draw it off 
occasionally, it is liable to cause 
trouble. In winter time, the water 
may sometimes freoze in the bottem 
of the bulb or in the Carburetor Jloat 
Chamber, and will have to be thawes 
out with hot cloths. Once or twice a 
season, disconnect. the gasoline pipe 
at the sediment bulb and screw off the 
cap at the side of the bulb, then re- 
move the wire screen and sce that it 
is clear.

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Megneto Contact 

About once a month, remove the 
Magneto Contact to see that there is 
no fluff or transmission band ravel- 
lings collected round it. Look in the 
hole out of which you took the Con- 
tact and see that it is clean, This 
flu collects and causes misfiring and 
sometimes a complete stop. This 
simple precaution five minutes once 
a month may save you a lot of trouble. 

Spark Plugs 

Once every 800 miles remoye all 
Spark Plugs and set the gaps. One 
of the best ways to clean spark plugs, 
is to soak them in a mixture of kero- 
sene and alcohol all night, then in the 
morning the carbon on the porcelain 
can be rubbed off with a piece of ray 
NEVER use emery cloth sand 
paper to clean the porcelain, It has 
a highly glazed surface that is easily 
seratehed. ~When the glaze becomes 
roughtened, it quickly oils up again. 
The points of the plug and the metal 
parts can, of course be cleaned with 
emery cloth.
